1 Burghs Royal being at firſt ere- 
f Fed by ſpecial Grants from the So- 
vereign, either for their eminent Services 
to their Prince or Countrey ;, and by their 
Charier being endowed wi:h many valuable 
Privileges : It has been found the Intereſi 
of Trade, that theſe Privileges ſhould be 
both preſery'4 and enlarg d. 

The Succeſſive Monarchs, ever fence the 
firſt Eerction of Burghs Royal, have taken 
particular Care,that the Burghs ſhould not 
exly erjoy what they had got, but in every 
Reign have confirm d and enlarged their 
Privileges, which are now very extenſive. 
Her preſent Majeity having put a parti- 
cular mark of Her Favour on the Royal 
| Burrows, in preſerviny their Privileges as 
they now are, even after the Union; I pre- 
Jume it will not be unacceptable to ſuch as 
are concerned in the Royal Burrows, that 
their Privileges be publiſh d, as contain d in 
their particular Rights, and in the Anci- 
ert Laws and Records of Parliament and 
Convention. —_ 


The Preface. 


Of Old the Affairs of the Burrows were 
managed by four Burehs, viz. Edin- 
burgh, Stirling, Roxburgh and Berwick 
and when the two laſt came to be in the 
hands of the Engliſh, Lanerk and Lin- 
lithgow wers ſubſtitute in their place; and 
theſe Burghs did frequently call other Burghs 
zo their Aſſiſtance, as appears by the Books 
of the Majeſty. i 

The firſt Inſtitution of the Convention of 
Burrows was in Anno 1487, in the Reign 
f King James the 3d. and then they were 
Wappointed to meet at Innerkeithing; but

After their Conventions were conſtitute, 
beir Privileges were Extended, and al- 
W--oſt in every Parliament confirmed. And 
Wow they enjoy as ample Privileges as any 
Pubjectt are capable of, as will appear in 
be Progreſs of this ſmall Treatiſe from 
WF heir own Records, By which its evident, 
hat they have Power of regulating the E- 
ecbiont within Burgh; Of Election of Com- 
iſioners to Parliament and Conventions;

what concerns their Trade. That they enter 
in Contracts anent the Staple in the Ne. 
therlands ; and that the Conſervator, Fa- 
Cort, and others concerned in the Staple 
Port, are ſubject to their DireFions in every 
thing concerns the Conſervators Juriſdi- 
ckion, and the Trade of Scotland; and in 
the lact place, that they have a FuriſdiFio Wi 
authorized by Law, and that their Senten- | 0 
ces hy be ſummarly execute, either by In. 
priſonment, or other ordinary Diligence. 

Theſe are Privileges not known to be the 
Night of any other. Society but tbemſelves, 
and therefore it ſhould oblige every one con- 
cerned ix the Royal Burrows, both in their 
private Stations as Bureeſſes, and in any 
publick Station as Magiſt, ates or Commiſ:

There are ſeveral Treaties be- 
twixt the Kings of Scotland and

| Regulation of their Trade. And 
their Magiſtrats are Judges in Ac- 
tions betwixt their Burgeſſes. 
The Town of Bdinburgh being 
the Metropolis of the Kingdom, 
was indued of Old: with many An- 
cient and valuable Privileges ; but 
by the many Diſſaſters and Ca- 
lamities of the Times, molt of 
their Ancient Charters were loſt ; 
Tho' it's certain, their Privileges 
and Rights, have been as extenſive 
as any other Burgh-royal in the 
Kingdom: for they were one of 
the four Burghs that aſſiſted the 
Chamerlane in the falling ofDooms; 
and when Berwick and Roxburgh, 
were in the Hands of the Engliſh, 
King David the 3d. in the Parlia⸗ 
ment holden at Pearth in March, 
1348. joyn d to Edinburgh and 
Stirling, Linlithgow and Lanerk. 
And in the Reign of K. 7a. 2d. The

Good Town SUM a Charter 
from that Prince whereby among 
other Privileges, The Court of the 
four Burghs was in all time there- 
after to meet at Edinburgh.

contrair to the ancient Conſtitution of the Burghs, 
and to many of their Acts; Therefore We have 
thought fit to Require you to take ſpecial care, 
that your ancient Cuſtom concerning this matter 
be Revived and Maintained, and the like Abuſes 
to be prevented for the future : So we bid you 
heartily farewell. Given at Hampton Court the 
third of Jah, 1674, & of Our Reign the ſixth year, 


After Receipt of this Letter, 
the Burrows in July -167 5. made 
the following Act; and Tranſmit- 
ted it to the King, as an evidence 
of their firm Reſolution to ſtand 
by their Privileges againſt all In- 
novations.

In purſuance of this AQ and 
the Burrows Privileges, The Com- 
miſſioners for Dornock and North- 
berwick, were rejected and removed, 
becau le their Commiſſions were 
contrary the platform: There- 
after a Commiſſion from Dornock 
was again rejected, and the Burgh 
fined in 1000 Merks,and the Com- 
miſſioner in as much.

7. For the better preventing and eviting of all 
Perils and Dangers that may be in the incoming 
to this Port, the Magiſtrates are hereby obliged to 
entertain contin ually the Marks, Beacons, Tunns 
and Buoys at the Entry of and within the 
Channel, leading to this — in all places 
where it ſhall be found needful. And alſo, that 
knowing and- experienced Pilots and Pink men 
be appointed to bring out and in the Ships be- 
longing to the Scots Staple (at the Charge of the 
Imployers) in ſtormy, miſty and dark weather; 
and as oft as the ſaid Hlotsſhall be imployed and 
made uſe of, but not otherways in any ſort, their 
Sallaries ſhall be payed conform to the Regulati- 
on, on ordinary occaſions made by the Magi- 
ſtrates, together with the Conſervator or his De- 
pute. And if through Tempeſt or ſtormy Wea- 
ther, any Ships of the Scots Nation be in danger, 
and for their ſafety the Skipper be compelled, or

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ſaid Ships, in that caſe theSkipper when arrived,

8. To the intent the Ships of the Scots Nation 
coming tothe ſaid Town of Campvere may be well 
accommodate-with a large and ſpacious Haven 
and Key fer the keeping, lying, and Liberty of 
the ſaid Ships and Goods, the . Magiſtrates are 
hereby obliged to appoint for them the whole 
Key wherewith the Scots Ships have been ſerved in 
time bygone, from the great Bridge, till oppolite to 
theHouſe of the Heer Balien de Konink,formerly the 
Houſe called the Oliphant, and that the fame be 
keeped free only for the Uſe of thoſe of the Scots 
Nation, provided with Pales or Poſts, Cranes, 
good help of Aſſiſtance of Boats, Dickboats, and 
Lighters, eſpecially in time of Froſt; and when 
Ships cannot come to the Haven, that there be ap- 
* nted a good Number of Sleds, Wagons and 
Lourers for the timely loading and unloading 
of their Ships and hos which Labourers Hyre 
ſhall be regulat by the Conſervator and Magi- 
ſtrates of the Town, And if it (ſhall fo happen 
that the Haven ſo provided by the Magiſtrates be 
not ſufficient to contain all theNumber of theScote 
Ships that (hall happen to come; in that caſc the 
Magiſtrates ſhall cauſe accommodate them withe 
ſo much more place as ſhall be needful by cau- 
ſing their Haven-maſter remove all other Ships 
from the Shore, to the end there may no Contro-

Magiſtrates fhall take ſuch Order in this Point;

9. That the Merchants of the Scot : Nation com- 
ing to this Town, may in their Negotiations be 
well ſerved with Pioneers, Labourers, and Work- 
men, and wich Cellars, Ware-houſes and Lofts 
at reafonable Prices to be paid by the ſaid Per- 
ſons; and in cafe any Burger, or other Inhabi- 
tant ſhall demand of the ſaid Merchants unreaſo- 
nable Hyre, the Magiſtrates of the City ſhall mo- 
difie the ſame, and the Hyre of the Labourers and 
Work=:men ſhall be paycd according to the Rates 
that ſhall be agreed on by the Magiſtrates and 
Conſervator; whereofa Liſt for that end ſhall be 
made and publiſhed, viz. For the Sleds, Wagons 
and Work-men, allo of the Skippers of Ships 
and Scouts that ſhall go with any Goods from this 
Town to Middleburgh, or any other place with- 

in 
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in the Seventeen Provinces, which the Skippers, 
Labourers and Work- men ſhall be holden invio- 
lably, to obſerve and keep conform to the Tenor 
of the ſame; and the Skippers of the Ships and 
Scouts to be liable for any Damnage ſuſtained be- 
twixt Midlebwrgh or any other place and Camp- 
vere, occaſioned by their Default. And all Mer- 
chandize and Goods livered ont of the Scots hSips, 
ſhall be carried and tranſported off the Shore in 

Winter before three Hours Afternoon, and in Sum- 
mer before ſix Hours Afternoon, And if any of 
the ſaid Labourers or Work- men ſhall commit a- 
ny Incivility by Word r Deed, to any Merchants, 
Factors, Skippers, Mariners, orother perſons be- 
longing to the Scots Staple, the Magiſtrates ſhall 
cauſe forthwith ſuch to be puniſhed, according 
to the Demerit of the Fact. And in caſe any of 
the Goods or Wares belonging to the ſaid Mer- 
chants, comes to ſuſtain, any Damnage or Loſs 
by the Unadvertancy, Wilfulneſs and Delay of 
the Crane-maſter his Subſtitutes, or his Servants 
by him imployed for loading and unloading of 
E ps, the Crane - maſter ſhall be obliged to make 
good the ſaid Damnage and loſs ſo occaſioned;

- 14 And for the better encouragement of the 
Navigation and Trade of the Scots Nation, it is 


by this Article agreed, that in caſe any Ship or 


Ships belonging to them be robbed, ſpoiled or 
taken at Sea by any Inhabitants or others, hold- 
ing themſelves under the Juriſdiction of the Pro- 
vince of Zeland, the Magiſtrats of the foreſaid 
City, ſhall hereby be obliged to endeavour ac- 
cording to their power, that all ſuch Ships or 
Goods * again Reſtored with their intire Load- 
ing, or what ſhall be ſo Robbed or taken, or elſe 
cauſe fall ſatisfaction be given to the perſon or 
perſons ſo wronged, proportionally to the right 
value thereof, and ſhall cauſe the Delinquents to be 
puniſhed according to the nature of the offence.

Detention; And alſo in caſe the ſaid Goods ſhall 
happen to be taken up, concealed or imbazled by 
any perſon or perſons living without the Jurt- 
diction of this Town,the Magiſtrats (hall uſe their 
beſt endeavour to get the ſaid Goods or their 
Value again Reſtored to their right Owners. And 
in caſe any Ship or Ships ſhall be in danger to be 
caſt away in the paſſage leading to the Town, 
that then all poſſible and ſpeedy help ſhall be 1m- 
ployed at the coſt of the Owner of theſame, for 
their preſervation.

15. In caſe any of the Inhabitants here being 
indebted to any of the Staple, ſhall come to obtain 
Letters of reſpite of time, or ſurety du corps, or 
ceſſio bonorum; theſe of the ſcots Nation ſhall be 
favoured, and ufed in the fame manner as any 
other Creditors Indwellers in this Town : And if 
it hall happen, that any of the Staple Adebted to 
any Indweller in this Countrey, or an Indweller 
Adebted to any of the Staple do come to faill, or 
otherways that there be need to appoint a Cura- 
tor over his Gools, then ſhall the Magiſtrats to-

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16. For the better ſecuring of the Means of any 
of the Scots Nation that ſhall happen to die with- 


in this Town, the Magiſtrats are by this Article 


holden to. grant, and to agree unto thoſe of the

without making his laſt Will and Teſtament, that 
then in that caſe, theit Goods and Eſtates 
ſhall.

chereto : And in caſe any perſon ſhall contraveen 
the ſame, they are to be puniſhed by the Magi- 
N according to the Demerit of the Of- 
ence. 

29. And whereas it will be neceſſar, that the 
{aid Seors Staple Court ſhould be provided, and fur- 
nithed with faithful and fitting Meſſengers, Offi- 
cers, and Servants, and alſo with Brockers, Weigh- 
ers, and Meaſurcrs ; that therefore the Magiſtrates 
of this Town, with the Knowledge and 
Friendly Deliberation with the Lord Conſerva- 
tor ſhall chooſe and place ſo many Honeſt, Good 
and Knowing Perſons as may be RE 
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theſe Offices; and they ſhall be choſen as well out 
of the Scots Nation, as Inhabitants of this City; 
all which Perſons ſo admitted, are to give the 
Oath of Fidelity before the Magiſtrates of this 
Town, and alſo before the Conſervator, for doing 
right both to Buyer and Seller, the Maziſtrates + 
are likewiſe obliged to have in their Weigh-houſe, 
or Ballance Iron Weights, that may be conform 
to the Weights of Amſterdam. 5 

30, The Conſervator and his Depute may fully 
and freely enjoy all ſuch Exemptions, Immuni- 
ties, Priviledges, and Prerogatives, as by Law and 
Cuſtom belong, to the Office cf Conſervatorſhip, 
in as ample mannerand Form as ever any former 
Conſervator had and enjoyed upon all Occaſi-ns. 
And, alſo the Scat: Nation ſhall enjoy Freedom 
and Exemption from Exciſe and Impoſt upon 
Wine, Beer, and all other forts of Drink, ſo as 
the foreſaid Nation has enjoyed, conform to 
old Contracts. And particularly it is agreed, 


that every Maſterof a Family living under the Sta- 


ple Court, viz. The Miniſter, the Factors, the 
Members of the Court, ſuch as the Clerk, Fiſcal, 
and Officer, the Doctor, Chirurgeon and Apothe- 
cary, the Broker, Metiter, Precenter and Clerk, 
Sc. (hall have the Freedom and Exemption from 
Payment of Exciie and other Impoſts upon what 
Turff, Wood, Coals and Soap, ſo as they former- 
ly have had, and the Conferjory Houle ſhall be free 
of Exciſe, and Impoſt on all Vivers and Firing, 
and all that is above written. Likewiſe the ſaid 
Nation ſhall not be obliged to pay any thing for 
going out and coming in at the Town Ports by 
vening, nor either to go to watch, nor training 
nor to pay any — for the Freedom thereof,

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whether by Compoſu ion, or otherways. Like- 
wite the ſaid Nation (hall be tree from Quarter- 
ing or Lodging of Souldiers in their Houſes. And 


it is exprelly agreed on, That the foreſaid Free- 


doms, Rights and Priviledges ſhall be enjoyed 
by the Widows of the above laid Perions, ſo long 
as ti cy continue Widows and unmarned, And 
if anyof the above perſons have Occaſion, as their 
Convenicncy requires, to kill one, or moc Beaſts 
for their Uſe, they may freely do the fame, ma- 
king it known to ſome of the Magiſtrates, or 
their Pachter of the Slaughter Money, without 
paying any thing forthe fame. | 

31, Further, it is inutually agreed and conde- 
ſcended on, That if at any time hercafter it ſhall 
be found convenient by the Magiſtrates of this 
Town, or the Contervator, with conſent of the 
Royal Burrows, to amplity and explain any of 
the foreſaid Articles, or to add to the fame any 
other Points r Articles, which ſhall be found ne- 
ceſſary for the further Benefit, and Advantage of 
the Scots Staple, and this Town, beſides thoſe 
Articles which ſtand ſpecified in this Agreement; 
in that cafe the Magiſtrates, and the Royal Bur- 
rows, with the Will and Conſent of both ſides, 


ſhall aniplity, explain, or add to theſe Articles 


as ſhall be found equitable, and the ſame to be 
holdenas if they were inſert in this Contract. 

32. It is allo mutually agreed, that for the 
better encouragement of the Commerce of the 
Scots Nation within the Town of campvere, the 
Magiſtrats are hereby bound and obliged to cauſe 
Erect a Bank of Money, within this Town, with- 
in half a year after the ſettlement of the Staple 


Port, whereby the Merchants, Factors and _—

to time, with ſuch ſums of Money as they may 
have occaſion for, upon ſecurity to them by de- 
livering the Merchant Gods to the FaQtore, gi 
ving ſecurity to the Bank at a half per cent. in the 
Moneth, & pro rata, for the Days, Moneths, and 
Years, until the ſame be again Re-payed.

true meaning and intention of the Article. 

33. And if any perſon Inhabitant or Burger of this 
Town, or any depending upon the Staple Court, 
of whatſoever quality or condition, ſhall be found 
to have acted or done any thing contrary to this 
Agreement, or any point or clauſe therein con- 
tained ; yet notwithſtanding the Agreement 
mentioned in theſe Articles, ſhall not be under- 
ſtood to be broken or violated thereby, but the 
perſons contraveening (being Scot ſmen) ſhall be 
puniſhed by the Conſervator. And (if a Burger 
or Inhabitant in this Town) to be lyable to the 
puniſhment of the Magiſtrats, e to the 
quality of the Offence. 

34. And it is hereby agreed, that if any Diſ- 
pute ſhall happen to ariſe betwixt thoſe of the 
Scots Nation and the Ballance Maſter, concerning

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Dues for any Goods, but for ſuch Goods as ſhall 
be brought to the Ballance and be by him wergh- 
ed ; and the Merchants ſhall be free to ſell theit 
Merchandize by the Piece, Number or Bulk, 
without being obliged ro bring, the ſame to the 
Weigh-houſe, And in like manner the Cran- 
Maſter (hall not demand from the Scots Mer-

36. In caſe any Queſtion or Diftcrence illegal- 
ly againſt Right and Reaſon, happen to fall out 
betwixt any of the Scots Nation and the Licent- 
Maſtcr, Culiomer, or other Reccivers of Tor 
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other Dues, the ſaid Licent-maſter, Cuſtomer, or 


Recaver, are hereby obliged to be heard before 


the Balieu, Burgemaſter, Shepens, and Councilor 
this Town, to the end the Conſervator, or his 
Deputy, may have knowledge thereof, and that 
fuch good Order may be ſettled therein, that thoſe 
of the Scots Nation may not be Extortioned in the 
payment of the ſaid Cuſtoms, and other Dutics 
upon Goods by them Imported or Exported. 

37. It is by this Article mutually agreed, that 
whenſoever any Scors Ships or Veſſels ſhall by

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France, are again Ratified as at 
length in the Ratifications. 
Notwithſtanding of all this 
Privileges, yet it e there have 
been ſome Difficultys in getting al- 
lowance of theſe Dutys, by Rea- 
ſon of doubts, whether or not the 
Goods were Imported to France 
from Scotland, upon which there 
being a Proclamation by the French 
King againſt Scots Merchants going 
to France without the Queen of 
Scotland her Licence in their fa- 
vours, and this Licence to be 
brought to France. The Conven- 
tion of Burrows in Anno 1567, 
Appoint Commiſſioners to go to 
France to get the Effect of this 
Proclamation taken of. el 
In the Year 1570, they again 
give Commiſſion to one Nicol 
Edwards to go to France to get 
I 4 their 
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their Trade freed of the new Im- 
poſitions; the Burrows then ſten- 
ted themſelves for a 1000 Merks to 
pay his Charges. Thir Commiſſi- 
ons have been renewed in theYears 
1580, 1592, and 1598. 

In the Year 1598, Thomas Fiſh- 
er Merchant, is Cormmiſſionat to 
goto Fance to get down the new 
Impoſt laid upon Goods there, and 
the Burrows laid on a certainimpoſt 
on Scots Goods going to France for 
the ſpace of one Year to defray his 
Expence in that Expedition. It 
appears he got the deſign of his 
Commiſſion Effectuat. For,

There having been ( ſince that 
time) ſome Incroachments on the 
Scots Privileges, the Burrows in 
the Year 1634, or 1635, ſent 
Fo.

In 
Anno 1648, there is an ample com- 
miſſion Granted to Col. Thomſon 
for agenting the Scots Libertys in 
France. And in July 1684, the 
Burrows gave a Commiſſion to 
Mr. William Aikman to go to 
France upon the ſame Account, 
and they Write to my Lord pre- 
ſtone (who was Ambaſſador from

And to make it further appear with what 
Juſtice the Scots do demand the confirmation of 
their ancient Priviledges in France; it is to be re- 
marked that the ſame Priviledges was never con- 
traverted to the French in Scotland; but on the 
contrair, they enjoy and poſſeſs all their Goods, 
moveable, and 1mmoveable, and are capable to 
ſucceed in all things as Scots, neither do they pay 
any Tax or Impoſition but what the Natives pay, 
which Tiberty has been confirmed to them by ſe- 
veral Acts and Sentences of the Soveraign Courts 
of that Kingdom, and particularly in anno 1662, 
a French Ship having arrived in Scotland, and the 
Merchants thereof having preſented a Petition to 
the Secret Council, for her priviledges as Natu- 
ralized 1n Scotland, the fame was granted to them 
without ariy diſpute ; ſince which time the French 
have been no ways troubled, albeit the Engliſh 
upon conſideration of the 50 Sols per Tunn laid 
upon Strangers their Ships, have laid upon the

That it is cheir Privilege, and has 
been their uncontraverted Practice,

The readieſt way to make the 
Ballance on our fide, is to Regulat 
our Induſtry at Home, according 
to the Rules and Methods pres 
ſcrib'd by our Laws. 

Trade like a Coy Miſtreſs muſt | 
be Courted not Forced : We 
have as much the Subject of Trade 
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n this Countrey as perhaps is in 
any other Countrey in Europe; 
and by a right Application we may 
Recover what we have loſt by Ne- 
glect, or bad Management. 
The Burrows ſhould now make 
it their Chief Bulinels, to Improve 
what they have at Home to the beſt 
Advantage, which will Force 
a flouriſhing Trade upon them. 

We have a Competent Number 
of People,and Subject enough with- 
in our ſelves to Imploy them, and 
where they are Imploy d under a 
Due Regulation, their Endeavours 
cannot but be Succeſsful. 

The way and manner how the 
Product of our own countrey may 
be Improven in Trade, the Ports 
to which our Manufacture may be 
carry d, and the Advantages ariſing 
thereby, being already hinted at

If the Burrows will but look

Here is as full a Ratification as 
ever was Granted to the Royal 
Burrows by any of their Sovereigns, 
and it's the moreValueable in this, 
that they may reſt ſatisfied, their 
Privileges will never be Violat, and 
nothing but a Surrender can 
wreſt them out of their Hands. 
They ſhould Conſider that as 
they have particular Charters from 
their Sovereigns Ratified in Parlia- 
ment, ſo they have the foremen- 
tioned Acts of Parliament to main- 
tain their Rights: and the Articles 
of the Union as a ſtrong Hedge or 
Bulwark about all to defend them. 
When 
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When the Royal Burrows are 
thus ſecured, it ſhould animate 
them to do thoſe things that are 
Anſwerable to ſo Valueable Privi- 
leges: they ſhould Conſider how 
far their Neighbours of England 


have Improven their Trade: Firſt by 


making ſuteable Regulations, and 
then by their Effectually Execut- 
ing what they thought moſt con- 
ducive to their Intereſt, The Im- 
provement of our Manufacture of 
Linnen and woollen, the Incourag- 
ment and Improvement of our 
Fiſhing ſhould be the Chief Concern 
of the Royal Burrows; theſe be- 
ing the moſt Valueable Subjects of 
our Improvement, our Lead, Coal, 
and Salt, ſhould not be Neglected.

And firſt as to the Privileges of 
Edinburgh, altho I have already 
jaid, the Calamities of the times, and 
the many difſaſters that have be- 
fallen them, have deprived them of 
moſt of their Ancient Rights, and 
Records, yet what they have dos 
fully ſhow, that as they had done 
| great Services to their Monarchs,

ſo they beſtowed on them mas 
ny Valueable Privileges. 

K. Robert the Bruce, in Confir- 
mation of the former Rights, gave 
them a Charter of the Town of 
Edinburgh, Leith, Oc. as they had 
them in Poſſeſſion in the time of 
King Alexander. 

King David adds ſeveral Rights 
and Privileges thereto. 

King James the 2d. gave them 
the Privilege of keeping the Court 
of the four Burghs, as is already 
hinted at, but becauſe the Char- 
ter has ſince come to my Hand, I 
here Inſert it.

Juriſdiction of Sheriffs from 
Inch-buckline-brae at the Eaſt, to 
Cramond-water at the Weſt, and fo 
far as the Sherifdom is extended on 
the South, to the Mid-Water of 
Forth on the North, by this Char- 
ter the Provoſt is Sheriff Principal, 
and the Baillies Conjunctly, & ſeve- 
cally Deputs, and they have Power 
to Create all Members of Court, 
and have Right to Eſcheats, Oc.

They were alſo Heri- 
able Juſtices of the Peace, and Ad- 
mirals upon the Coaſt adjacent to 
the Bounds of their Sherifdom, 
All which Rights and Privileges 
were confirmed to them by K. 
James 6th, Conform to his moſt

By Virtue of this laſt Right, 
they have uſed the Jurifdiction of

The Town of Edinburgh as they 
have been in Poſſeſſion of theſe 
Rights and Privileges ; ſo they have 
been in uſe of ſending their 
owt Commiſſioners to F oreign 
places: In Anno 1 539, they gave 
a Commiſſion to John Atcheſon one 
of their Baillies, and David Tod 
Merchant, to go to Antwerp to 
treat anent their Trade; and they 
did it with ſo good Succeſs, that 
there are Articles concluded, and a 
Contract entred into, betwitt the 
Burgomaſters, Eſhevins and Coun- 
cil of the City of Antwerp 1n Bra- 
bant and the ſaid Fobn Atcheſon Baillie 
of theCity of Edinburgh in the King- 
dom of Scotland, and David Tod 
alſo of that City, both as deputed 


by 
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by the Provoſt, Baillies and Council 
of the ſaid City of Edinburgh, con- 
form to their Commiſſion dated at 
Edinburgh the 2d. of March 1539. 
The Abbreviat of the Articles of the 
{aid Contract, as tranſlated from 
the French Origi nal, lying in the 
Town ofEdinburghs Charter- houſe, 
is as follows. IE 


The Contract proceeds upon this Narrative; 
That whereas formerly the Staple was atCampvere, 
in Zeland, they the ſaids Deputs for Edinburgh, 
had now found it more convenient to have it at 
Antwerp, becauſe that City was moſt frequented 
by all Merchants in Chriſtendom. The Magt- 
ſtrats of Antwerp accepts of the offets, and agrees 
in the following Articles. 5 

Firſt, Article is, That to the ſaid Nation of 
Scotland, the faid City of Edinburgh and others 
their Adberents, ſhall be appointed and pro- 
vided a convenient and pleaſant Houſe for the 
dwelling of the Lord Conſervator, and others of 
the ſaid Nation, in the which alſo theſe of the.

And the ſaids Lords 
Burgomaſters and Eſhevins required in this, to 
corroborat the judicature of the ſaid Conſervator, 
ſhall give concurrance with the Officers, that the 
Orders given may be put to Execution and have 
eff ect; and in like manner when any Burgeſs or 
other ſtranger calls in Queſtion any of the ſaid 
Nation, he ſhall be obliged to do that in the 
firſt inſtance before the ſaid Conſervator, and af- 
ter ſentence given, the Party gricved and willing 
to appeal, ſhall be obliged 1n that caſe to intent 
the matter of the appeal before the ſaid Lords, 
Burgomaſters and Eſhevins, and no where elle. 
As alſo when any of the {aid Nation ſhall Que- 
ſtion any Burgeſs of the ſaid City of Antwerp, or 
any other of another Nation than that of Scotland, 
he muſt do it before the ſaid Burgomaſters and 
Eſhevins, and the ſaid Conſervator is not to med- 
dle any ways therewith vn.

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lem, That it ſhall be permitted and allowed

Item, That there (hall he appointed to theſe of 
the ſaid Nation a Key in a conunodious place, 
where the ſaid Nation may unload ther Ships 
and Goods, and at that Key they thall be prefer- 
red to all Merchants whatſomev. r. 

Item, That the Gentlemen the Commiſſioners of 
the ſaid Nation, ſhall viſit and view the ſtrects 
and places of the City, and having found a place 
convenient for theirAbode & Reſidence, the Lo ds 
of the City ſhall treat with the Inhabitants of 
that place, about the Price and Hyre of their 
Houſes, Chambers, and Cellars, and ſhall aorce 
with them in ſuch manner as may content theſe 
of the ſaid Nation, with the Price and Hyreof the 
ſaid Houſes, | . 

Item, That thoſe of the ſaid Nation having 
choſen the place of their abode, and their Chips 
and Goods being arrived in the City, the Lords
